LONDON, Nov. 1%.—Mra. T. P. O'Connor, the 
Américan wife of the noted Irish statesman and 
editor, has written a book which she calls, “I My- 
self,” which is, as might be supposed, mostly 
about Mrs. T. P. There are 247 pages, most of 
them vivacious, and the book is really better 
reading than would be inferred from the yarn 
which one of the reviewers picks out as the 
best in tthe bock. 


The best yarn in the book, according to this 


reviewer, is that where T. P. and Tom Page slept 
together in a room at a hotel at Stalheim, in Nor- 
way. Mrs. T. P. had to visit the room for some 
medicine, and, needless to say, each of the two 
great men were tucked up in his little bed, with 
the candle alight on a table between them. 

“Why,” asked Mrs. T. P., “has the candle been 
left burning?’ 

“Because,” grumbled Tom Page, “T. P. was too 
darned lazy to blow ‘t out. After this we must 
all strike against waiting on him.” 

“ARBROLITIONIST AT SIX. 

The .earliest recollections of Mrs. T. P. are of 
life on a Southern plantation as the daughter of 
a slave-owner, and one of her earliest achieve- 
ments was the frustration of a flogging by her 
own unaided efforts, or rather screams. She 
screamed so loud and iong that the order for 
the whipping .of the negro had to be revoked. 
It was not long after that when the future Mrs. 
T. P., at the age of 6, -nnounced to her pappy

At the opening of the market on 
Wednesday morning the Department of 
Agriculture issued a statement that 7,- 
839,983 bales of cotton had been ginned 
in the United States to Nov. 1. The to- 
tal was rather heavier than was ex- 
pected and, as a consequence, the New 
York market opened with an easy tone, 


ing been a holiday. Soon after the 
opening there was considerable realiz- 
ing, which sent prices off about 16 
points. The market steadied somewhat 
during the day and the close was at a 
net loss of 10 to 16 points. 

The heavy ginning for the last part 
of October, as shown by the Govern- 
ment’s figures, formed the surprise to 
the trade. Although statements emanat- 
ing from New York indicated that & re- 
port of around 7,200,000 bales to 7,300,000 
bales was expected, it is more than 
probable that the majority of traders 
did not anticipate the high figures. The 
report indicates that ginning in this 
country for the last 13 days in October 
was 442,000 bales heavier than for the 
fame 13 days last year, or at the rate 
of about 35,000 bales daily increase. 

Liverpool Strengthens Market. 

A good deal of the nervousness of the 
cotton future market has been caused 
by am overdose of crop estimates. A 
large number of “the world's best au- 
thorities” have submitted final guesses 
and these estimates vary as much as 2,- 
000,000 bales. 

Among the estimates considered most 
importamt by the trade is that of 11,- 
4,000 bales by Messrs. Neill Bros. of 
London. The fact that a conservative 
English firm, whose estimates have 
heretofore proved a little above the 
final result, was inclined toward the 
small crop ideas this year, went a long 
way in strengthening bullish sentiment. 
The movement of. cotton into sight 
shows no material gain. It is still over

Good supplies of hogs were received 
last week and buyers pounded the mar- 
ket as hard as they could. Prices 
dropped off-in large chunks and by the 
middie of the week the loss was almost 
7éc from the close of the previous week. 
The basis was the lowest the market 
has been on since early in the year 
Most of the hogs were of good quality 
and weights. 

By Wednesday the top of the market 
was down to $8.15 and the bulk of the 
hogs of all weights soli at $7.95@8.10, 
showing that the range of prices is much 
narrower than at any time for many 
weeks. The demand from the East for 
hogs was not as good as usual and 
therefore the light and medium-weight 
hogs suffered the most. Little pigs 
averaged poor sale all week and have 
been for a long time. 

While the packers pounded the market, 
they bought the larger proportion of 
the hogs and toward the latter part of 


the week they were looking for those: 


with plenty of weight. Rough sows and 
stags showed little change during the 
week, as they sold from $7.25@7.75 all 
week. Little pigs, strictly good, were 
ready sale, while the poorer grades 
were not wanted at all. At the close 
of the week, the top was $8.20, and 
the bulk on Saturday sold from $8@ 
8.50. ; 
Bargains in Sheep. 

The sheep trade was on a lower basis 
all week. and before the week end 
reached the lowest basis the market has 
been on for a good long time. Sheep 
seemed to go off more than lambs. 
Heavy ewes of plain quality were the 
ones that showed the greatest loss. Thin 
lambs were off, but real good fat ones 
held close to steady. 

A good proportion of the offerings 
were Westerns and contained a number 
of loads of Colorado lambs. The Colo- 
rado lambs brought $6.30, while the 
Western sheep sold at $3.50@4.20, the 
above $4 being 2-year-olds. The best 
grade of native lambs sold at $6.26@6.7%, 
fair to medium grades $5.50@8.15, and 
culls $3.75@6. 

Early in the week the native mutton 
sheep brought $4@4.15, but later they 
were selling at $3.75@4, and rather slow 
as the demand was not very good. 
Stockers were slow sale. as there was 
little demand for then. Most of the 
stockers went from $2.3@%.50. Bucks 
sold at $3 all week and showed no 
change from the previous week. 

There was another heavy supply of 
horses on the market last week, Blec- 
tion week cut down the number of 
buyers, and al] offerings, regardless 
of kinds and quality, suffered a sharp 
decline.

Bradstreet’s showed wheat east of the 
Rockies for the week increased 496,000 
bu, Canada decreased 806,000 bu, United 
States and Canada increased 1,203,000 bu. 
Europe and afloat increased 1,303,000 bu, 
total increase 2,506,000. Corn for the 
week decreased 551,000 bu, oats 982,900 bu. 
The worid’s available wheat supply is 
now 40,266,000 bu, against 40,120,000 bu 
last week and 29,475,000 bu last year. 
Corn, 2.976,000 bu, against 2,423,900 bu last 
year; oats, 16,556,000 bu, against 13,908,000 
bu last year. 

The Argentine acreage is placed at 1,- 
000,000 more than last year. The harvest 
has begun and all reports of the crop 
promise good. In 1907, when crop ad- 
vices were about the same as this year, 
the average yield was officially re- 
ported at 13.56 bu per acre. A 13-bu yield 
this year will inake a crop -of 200,000,000 
rbu, The Argentine consumption requires 
about 4,000,000 bu, and seeding about 
13,000,000 bu. THis makes possible for 
export in 1911, if present crop holds any- 
where near to promise, a total of 142- 
000,000 bu. This means twice as much
